Famous Printer Is Well 
Known to Sierra Madre 
People Whom He Visits 


Nelson C. Hawks , Inventor of the Point System 
of Type Measurement , Made Big 
Contribution to the Craft 


Nelson C. Hawks of Alameda is 
credited with making one of the great¬ 
est contributions to printing since 
the invention of the system of print¬ 
ing with movable type. His contri¬ 
bution to the craft was a system of 
measurements which would make ev¬ 
ery unit of type a multiple of every 
other so that all would blend togeth¬ 
er to perfection. Mr. Hawks is the 
uncle of J. N. Hawks of this city 
and a brother to the late Frances A. 
Hawks, who died recently. The fol¬ 
lowing is an extract from an article 
taken from the Pacific Printer des¬ 
cribing Mr. Hawks’ part in the de¬ 
velopment of modern printing.

All the printing 
offices in the world were filled with 
a hodge-podge of type, the combina- j 
tion and justification of which called 
for strips of cardboard and paper, 
requiring incalculable loss of time.
